veals some facts that are not gener- 
ally known: 
"Deep zones of flow are a most Im- 


portant feature of the movements of 
underground waters, and open up an 
Interesting field for Investigation. The 
wonderful artesian basin of South Da- 
kota and North Dakota, which has 
proved such an Important factor In 
the economic developement of these 
states, forms one of the Illustrations 
used by Professor Schllcter In the 
explanation of deep-seated underflows. 
A cross section of this part of tho 
country clearly shows the Interesting 
fact that tho water which comes to 
the surface in the gushing wells of 
tho Dakotas travels underground all 
tho way from the Black Hills and 
Rocky Mountain slopes, In tho water- 
bearing strata known as the Dakota 
sandstones. 
Another Illustration of 


extensive basins due to deep under- 
ground flows Is found In Wisconsin, 
where an extensive area of water-bear- 
ing rocks, nearly 1.000 feet thick, con- 
ducts water of singular purity under 
large areas of the state. 


"It must bo borne In mind that 


there Is a limit to tho amount of wa- 
ter which can be drawn from an ar- 
tesian basin, and that there Is no 
such thing as an Inexhaustablo un- 
derground supply. 
The gradual fail- 


ure of tho wells which supply tho 
city of Denver clearly Illustrates this 
fact. 
So great a demand was made 


upon this basin between tho years 
1884 
and 1890 that It has been esti- 


mated, that, If all the wells wore now 
plugged, tho water-bearing strata of 
the basin would require forty years 
to recover tho saturated conditions 
which existed when the first well was 
sunk. 


"In the eastern part of the country 


tho value (and extent of tho under- 
ground waters are Illustrated by tho 
enormous quantity used In tho city of 
Savannah. Ga. 
In 1888 the entire 


supply of tho city was drawn from 
wells yielding G.850,000 gallons 
a 


day. or a total for tho year of 2,135.- 
842,000 gallons. 
In the course 
of 


time this supply somewhat diminish- 
ed nnd It was suspected that the flow 
was somewhat obstructed In Its en- 
trance to the wells. 
The pipes were 


accordingly flushed by forcing Into 
them water under high pressure, and 
the'flow was markedably Improved. 


"Tho study of underground water 


In Its relation to the effective water 
supply of the country Is one of the 
most Important .departments of the 
work of the United States Geological 
Survey. 
It Is carried on In tho arid 


regions, wherg water for Irrigation Is 
of the greatoet value; In the middle 
West where grazing and successful 
farming largely repeml upon It. and. 
In the East, where an unpolluted sup- 
ply for domestic and municipal use 
is yearly becoming a more serious 
problem."

UNDERGROUND WATERS 


Some Interesting facts have" recent- 


ly developed under experiments 
by 


the United Statcb Geological Survey, 
concerning underground waters. 


It Is estimated that this hidden wa- 


terway represents 505.000 million mill- 
ion yards, 
or an amount sufficient to 


cover the earth's surface to a depth 


• of 3,000 feet. 
This water Is said to penetrate six 


miles below the surface of the earth, 
and five miles below the bottom of 
tho ocean. 
Under the Influence of gravity this 


water Is constantly In motion. 
Tho 


movement Is very slow, varying from 
two and one-half to seven feet In 24 
•hours. 
It Is found In rivers llko tho Arkan 


sas and Klo Grande, where' tne sur- 
face water frequently 
dlsappepars. 


that a good volume of water 
lies 


within a few feet of tho river bed, 
and by excavating this water Is forc- 
ed to the surface, and contributes 
largely to tho natural supply.

THE AMERICAN FLAG. 


For a dozen years or more, 
an 


effort has been made to have congres 
pass a law to -protect the American 
flag from desecration, -but the matter 
has been treated with so much Indif- 
ference that a flag pamphlet has re- 
cently been Issued and mailed 
to 


every member of clongres, asking for 
legislation at the present session. 


The pamphlet contains letters from 


government officials In various parts 
of the world, showing with what res- 
pect the colors of other countries are 
regarded, as In marked contrast 
to 


tho treatment of the stars and stripes 
at home. 
The pamphlet 
also 
contains In- 


stances of dessecratlonthatshould boa 
humiliation to every lover of tho na- 
tional emblem. 
At Detroit, 
Mich., 


a merchant used a flag for an awning, 
with on advertisement of his busi- 
ness attached. 
When It was ordered 


down by the Sons of tho American Re- 
volution, he roluctanly compiled, say- 
ing afterward, he was sorry that ho 
dono so. 
A circus company used the flag for 


horso covers to decorate In a street 
parade. 


At Manila, the American flag is 


used to advertise houses of 111 fame. 


Numerous other Instances are no- 


tde, showing a total disregard for tho 
sacredness of the emblem. 


President Roosevelt said recently, 


I cordially hopo that there will bo na- 
tional flag legislation, and tho late 
President McKlnley expressed 
the 


same sentiment. 
There'Is no excuse for the dilatory 


course pursued by congress. 
Politics 


docs not enter Into the question and 
there can certainly be no opposition. 


Twenty-one states Including 
Wis- 


consin, ami tho territory of Arizona, 
have already passed laws, which not 
only protect tho flag, but encourage 
love and reverence for It. 


Every district school In Wisconsin 


has a flag day and public flag raisings 
are of frequent occurence. 
Tho pam- 


phlet referred to contains the follow- 
ing appeal, which Is well worth con 
slderlng by the people's representa 
tlves: 
"Our forefathers fought for an un- 


equivocal 
emblem, an untrafflcked 


banner, a clean flag—a flag free from 
the 
contamination of trade. 
The 


flag they bequeathed to us, as the 
harbinger of. liberty, has long been 
neglected by lour national lawmakers 
and left in the clutch of sordid trades 
men, who misuse It as a medium o 
deception and fraud to proclaim thel 
defective merchandise, flimsy ware 
and adulterated goods, foisted upon 
tho public for domestic use or ship 
ped to foreign lands.

FAVORS NAVAL INCREASE. 


Beet Sugar Men Declare They Favor 


Cuban Reciprocity. 


Washington. Dec. 24.—Beet sugar 


congressmen emphatically deny that 
the opposition to Cuban reciprocity 
has been withdrawn in the senate be- 
cause of an agreement to transfer tba 
fight to Havana. They say they want 
the treaty ratified, as It will best serve 
the Interests they arc no zealously 
guarding. If It was their purpose to 
kill Cuban reciprocity they could eas- 
ily talk It to death In the senate, they 
say. where only two months will re- 
main of the present session when con- 
gress reconvenes after the holidays. 


Friends of Cuban reciprocity not in- 


terested in the sugar beet Industry 
fear that the Cuban congress will nol 
ratify the treaty, and say that the op- 
position to Cuban reciprocity in our 
senate Is withdrawn to throw the re- 
sponsibility upon the Cubans. Mem 
bers of the administration who heart 
lly approve the president's Cuban pol 
Icy entertain the same fear, and the 
Impression Is gaining ground that the 
work upon tho treaty will not be hal 
finished when it is ratified by the 
United States senate. 


An attempt at blackmail Is expected 


wh«n the treaty coes back to Havana. 


Admiral Walker Gives His Views 


on the Question. 


Washington, Dec. 24.—Rear Admiral 


tohn O. Walker, retired, now chair- 
man ot the Isthmian Canal commis- 
sion, is outspoken in behalf of a very 
material increase in both the material 
and personnel of the navy. He said: 
'I see that the house committee has 
practically decided upon the schedule 
>f action In behalf of a naval Increase. 
The two battleships and the two ar- 
mored cruisers arc certainly as few as 
t should think of providing under 
present exigencies. But were I influ- 
ential in drafting that bill I should 
certainly urge no fewer than four bat- 
tleships, retaining, of course, the two 
armored cruisers now contemplated. 
: think tho modern tendency is to con- 
tinue along the line of increase of 
size, nnd I am not so sure that the 
promise Is one of corresponding in- 
crease In military elements. 


"The temptation to run to excessive 


speed should be checked, not because 
speed is not essential in some partic- 
ular types of ships, but I think we 
iave reached a reasonable maximum 
of that element In our armored ships.

Many Patents to Britons. 


Washington. Dec. 24.—The statistics 


of the patent office for the year ending 
Dec. 31 show that more patents hnvu 
been Issued to residents of England 
than to people In any other country of 
Europe. Patents issued to English in 
ventors during tho year numbered 999, 
with Germany next with 743.
